President ffondruff again spoke Into the graphaphone or talking 
machine, repeating what he said on the 12th Inst., aa recorded In 
this Journal. The object of the repetition was to obtain, af 
possible, better results than wflicbtatr.ed on the previous occasion. 
In order to procure President Woodruff ■» signature to the tostl- 1 
money he hears^ it is herewith repeated and signed hy himself: 

"I bear my testimony that the Prophet Joseph Smith said, before 
a large assemblage In Illinois, that if he were the emperor of the 
world and had control over the whole human family he would sustain 
every man, woman and child In the enjoyment of their religion. 
Those are my sent j tmer.ts today. 

I bear my testimony that Joseph Smith was a true prophet of 
Ooi/ ordained of Cod to lay the foundation of his church and king- 
dom in the last dispersatlon of the fulness of times. 

I bear my testimony that In the early spring of 1344, is 
rauvoo, the Prophet Joseph Smith called the Twelve Apostles together 
and he delivered unto them the ordinances of the Church and kingdom 
of [lod; and all the keys and powers that Sod had bestowed upon htm, 
he sealed upon our heads, and he told us that wo must round up our 
shoulders aid bear off this kingdom, or we would be damned. I am 
the only nan now living in the flesh who heard that testimony from 
hla mouth, and T know that it was true by the poi»cr of 'lod manifest 
to him. At that meeting he stood on his feet for about three hours 
and taught us the things of the kingdom. His face was as clear as. 
amber, and he was covered with a power that 1 had never seen In 
any man in the flesh before. 

I bear testimony that Joseph Smith was the author of the en- 
dowments ss received by the latter-day Saints. I received my own 
ondowr.ents under his hands and direction, and 1 know they are true 
principles. I not only received my own endowments under" his hands, 
but 7 bear my testimony that Rrigham Voung, I'eber C. Kimball, 
Willard Richards, Beorr.e A. Smith, John Taylor and other brethren 
received their endowments under the hands and dlrsctlon of tha 
Prophet Joseph: and also my wife Pherbe, Sathsheba Smith, Leonora 
Taylor, Mary Smith and others whose naLbes 1 carnot recall now. 

The Prophet Joseph laid down his life for the word of God and 
testimony of Jesus Christ, and he will be crowned as a martyr In the 
presence of Clod ard the lJmb. 

In all his testimonies to us the power of tfod was visibly man- 
ifest with the Prophet Joseph. 

This Is my testimony, apoken hy myself into a talking machine 
on this the 19th day of (.'arch, 1897, in the 91st year of my age."
